My 
mother, Fanny Mordaunt, tried to keep me at school, 
but I sneaked off and became a play actress. The first 
thing I ever played was Eva in ‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin,’ 
and the second was an eccentric swell. I sang ‘Captain 
Jinks’ so well that the bloods used to toss gold coin up 
to me as an encouragement. John Ryan, who kept 
the place, came to ine one night after I had worked 
there six months. He slapped me on the back. ‘Say, 
you're a Prooshion!’ said he. “Take this as a present!’

there is proof positive that he is guilty of this crime 
even if he is not convicted of the greater offense. 

The chief, and indced, the only direct witness 
against the prisoner, is Mrs. Mary Quigley, wife of 
Charles Il. Quigley, a respectable citizen of Rochestcr. 
She is Day's sister. She has been placed under arrest 
asan accessory after the fact. 

When questioned by detectives, she told the follow- 
ing story; 

“T live in Rochester,and went to the Falls on Sun- 
day, July 27, with my brother, Arthur Day, and his 
wife. [came by the West Shore viv Buffalo, arriving 

_at Niagara at about 11 o'clock in the morning. The 
trip was proposed by Arthur on the previous Satur- 
day. Hecame to my housean:l asked me to goto the 
Falls. I told him I was poor, and could not afford it. 
He said he would pay my fare, and I told him I would 
go. Upon ovr arrival at the Falls we took the strect 
cars to the bridge—my brother, his wife and myself. 
We crossed the lower bridge to the Canadian side and 
walked down toward the whirlpool. Below the whirl- 
pool rapids, being tired, I sat down ona stone, looking 
toward the falls. I saw my brother once standing 
near the precipice, with his wife immediately in front 
of him. The next time I looked he was waving a black 
handkerchief to me to come to him, which I did, and 
not seeing his wife, [asked him where Deseriah was. 
He admitted that he had pushed her over the bank, 
and said that she had never moved and did not know 
what had struck her. He said he wanted to get rid of 
her. Afterward he gave me a ticket and said we must 
part. I went up ona street car to the falls and took a 
train from there. [saw my brother on my arrival at 
Buffalo, but did not speak to him. I gaw him three 
days afterwar.1 in Rochester. The only thing he said 
about the murder was that he wouldn't do it again.” 

Upon being closely questioned, Mrs. Quigley said 
her secret was too horrible to keep, and that she had 
for some time determined to unbosom herself. Mrs. 
Quigley then announced her willingness to aid the 
detectives in any manner within her power. and at 
their suggestiou she pointed out the spot where Mrs. 
Day had fallen. The detectives proceeded to the baso 
of the cliff near the clevator, and there found the body 
of Mrs, Day. [t was ina horribly mutilated condition

the body, leading to the theory that a severe struggle

She had him arrested for bigamy two 
weeks ago. 

Day’s examination before Magistrate Hill was con- 
cludedsahortly after his arrest, and he was held for 
the next term of court at Welland. He was then com- 
mitted to the Welland jail. 

When the detectives arrested Day they told him that 
the charge against him was ‘“‘bigamy,” and then in- 
formed him that the body of a woman, supposably 
his first wife, had been found at Niagara Falls. When 
‘they asked him to go with them and endeavor to iden- 
tify the body he willingly assented. He failed to do 
80, nor could he recognize the clothing. He said his 
wife wore a black dress, but not like the one found on 
the body. When looking at the clothcs, the stench 
from them was unbearable, and Day pinched his nos- 
trils with his fingers and smiled. 

Miss Mary E. Breen, who marricd Day in Canan- 
daigua last July, says that for the past two weeks her 
husband had been haunted by terrible creams and 
nightmare. Frequently in the dead of the nizht he 
‘would suddenly spring up in bed and scream: ‘‘There 
she gocs! Down! down! down! I see her! My Goa!

RIFFLE AND WELCH FiGHT IN DAYTON, 0. 


A well-contested fistic encounter was decided fivo miles from 
Dayton, O.,0n Aug. 11,in @& barn. The principals wero Hen 
Riffle, of Dayton, and Paddy Welch, of Cincinnati. They fought 
with 2-ounce gloves, “Police Gazette” rules. Harry Engle, of 
Dayton, was chosen referee. Time-keepers—Sam Ward fir 
Rifle, and Johnny Francis for Welch. George C. Phillips, of 
Albany, and Harry Duke, of Watertown, N. Y., wero Riflle’s 
seconds. Tommy Comer and Jack Kiagsley, of Covin.ton, scc- 
onded Welch. There were about 4% spectators. Riflls was thio 
first to show up In the ring, appearing about a half hour before 
the unknown matorialized. After Welch was iutroduced by 
Comer the usual equabble ensued about tho selection of referco 
and time-keepers. 

Both men were about evenly matehed in weight but not In 
peiut of muscular development. Riffle having in that respect 
decided superiority. Welch was attired in black trunks and 
RiMe in green. Two-ounce gloves were used. At the call of 
time for the first round both men sparred cautiously, each fecl- 
ing the other's strength and tactics. Welch got in several 
blows on Riffle’s ribs and stomach, one of which was bvelow the 
belt. although no foul was called. Riffle, in return, got in two 
or three effective blows, one on the chin, one on the neck anid 
an effective upper cut. The round ended slightly in Riffle’s 
favor, showing, however, Welch to be a clever sparrer. In tho 
second round Eiffle was up and at Welch almost before the 
latter got well out of his corner, dealing Welch a heavy blow on 
the jaw and another on the neck, when they clinched and were 
separated. There was considerable sparring around the ring. 
Riffie speedily forced Welch into his corner, and by a well- 
delivered blow knocked him into his chair. Welch recovered 
beautifully and delivered in return several effective body blows. 
Riffle forced the fighting:, going in hurricane order and plaving 
for Welch's neck, driving his opponent into his corner. Riffle 
got in a blow on Welch's jugular, flooring him. Blood spurted 
from Welch's nose and ear, and he failing to arise within the 
ten seconds, the fight was awarded to Riffle.

Joe McAuliffe in a letter from Wells-neaxt-the Sea, tn Norfolk, 
Engiand, his training quarters, writes: 

‘*Billy Madden and myself received a first class reception in 
London, and Pony Moore and Atkinson of the Sporting Life 
showed us the town and treated us as well as could be wished. 
London fg a great city. 

“On getting to business, wo found that the Pelican Club had 
nothing to do with the match between myself and Slavin. The 
telegram we got in New York led us to believe that the fight 
was to be in the Pelican Club, but it turned out that the 
purse war put up by two bookmakers named Parson and Pierce, 
who had cabled that it was offered by aclub. They wanted 
to make a match for $2.500 a side, and give a purse of $4,000 and 
allow me $500 for expenses. The men that gave this purse were 
Slavin’s backers and wanted me to fight wherever they pleased, 
they to have the whole charge of the fight. This wonld leave 
me about as much chance of winning as of flying back to’Frisco. 
You can bet that we sat on that arrangement. They never men- 
tioned the $2,690 bet at all in their cable, but sprang it as soon 
as we arrived in London. We weyt to the Pelican Club, and 
they offered $5,000 fer the fight, but this would not suit Slavin’s 
backers. 

“Then Lord Lonedale, one of the finest fellows I ever met, 
stepped in and offered the purse himself, so that they conld not 
get outofa fight.after he saw the way they were trying to job it. 
We called at his town house to see him, and he treated us like 
princes. Hesays helikes America and Americans, and will do 
anything in hie power éo help them. Jf the Slevin side will 
fight he will have the fight in his own mansion. fe offered me 
the use of ¢raining quarters on one of his estates and it wonldn’s 
cost mencent.
